One  FCA  employee  is  financing  a 
side-line  hog  enterprise  with  a 
credit  union  loan.  Located  on  a|4~ 
acre  plot,  this  man  decided  to  feed 
some  hogs.  Lacking  the  money  to 
buy  the  porkers,  he  applied  to  the 
credit  union  f or  a loan. 

He  bought  12  pigs  weighing  50  pounds 
apiece  at  $10  each  on  August  8 with 
the  proceeds  of  the  credit  union 
loan.  He  expects  to  market  them  at 
250  pounds,  about . December-  15.  He 
is  taking  pictures  of  his  pigs  every 


week  or  two  and  sending  them  to  his 
friends  in  Washington  to  convince 
them  he  really  is  in  the  hog  business. 

This  employee  is  planning  to  raise  a 
larger  number  next  year.
